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NEW IBERIA, La. — Hurricane Andrew 
carved its way through plantation country 
Wedncsduy, throwing tornadoes like darts 
at a 100-milo-widc target and pumping 
torrents of rain at storm-weary 
Louisianians. 

“The dcslmction-from-this-stonn itucs - 
beyond anything we have known in recent 
years," said President Bush, who flew into 
the heart of the area to inspect the damage, 
as he did in Florida. The president met with 
.evacuees at a sports arena in Lafayette. 

Andrew Was downgraded to a tropical 
storm early Wednesday afiemoon after its 
winds dropped below the hurricane 
threshhold of 74 mph. It continued to 
drench Louisiana with heavy rain, but it 
appeared that its worst was done. By 
evening the storm was centered near 
Natchez, Miss. 

■The hurricane's 54-hour U.S. rampage, 
the most expensive natural disaster.cver in 
the country, left an estimated 180,000 
homeless in Florida — a refugee 

population greater than the city of Orlando. 

About 600,000 homes and businesses 
remained without electricity late 
Wednesday. 

Drinkable water, unspoiled food and 
medical relief remained critical priorities in 
--ravaged neighborhoods south of Miami. 
Search teams continued to explore 
wreckage for bodies. 

One death was reported in Louisiana, a 
63-year-old tornado victim from LaPlace 
found in rubble Wednesday. Another death 
was reported in the Bahamas, where three 
other people died when the storm hjt 
Sunday. That raised the overall toll to 20 
dead. 

Preliminary estimates in Florida's Dade 
. County alone put the damage at Sf5 billion 
to S20 billion, although it will likely -take 
time for those figures to be verified. 

There were no comparable figures 
available for Louisiana. But as widespread 
ns the damage appeared there, authorities 
noted that it could have been worse.

section is R00. 

While SAT scores are seven points below 1687 
levels in vcihal skills and have stayed flat in math, 
grade averages and amount of academic study are 
higher than in 16X7. explained Robert Cameron, the 
board's senior researcher. 

" This suggests a return to the grade inflation or the 
1670s." said Cameron. He referred to a period when 
students boasted of high grades while test scores fell 
"at their most rapid rate ever." prompting calls for a 
return to standards, more accountability and educa- 
tional rcfoi m.

which runs into the Gulf. The 
marshes cover some 6,000 square 
miles, an area roughly the size of 
Hawaii. The region includes the 
cities of Basra — Iraq's second- 
largest city with 1.5 million people 
. — Najaf, Nasariyah, al-Aniarah and 
al-Samawah. 

THE CONFLICT — Shiite Mus- 
lims, who form about. 55 percent of 
the country’s 17 million population, 
have been Fighting in the south 
against Saddam Hussein’s regime 
since March 1991. The revolt was 


crushed in a month of lie tee light- 
ing. in which tens of thousands of 
people were reported slain. Saddam 
launched a major offensive in niifl- 
Aptil 1. 

THE FORCES — The Iraqi Army 
has deployed an estimated 50.000- 

1 00.000 soldiers with tanks, heavy 
artillery, warplanes and helicopter 
gunships. There are an estimated 

10.000 lightly armed guerrillas 
holed up in the marshes, with thou- 
sands' more scattered around the 
southern cities. Saddam has four or 
five major airbases in the region, al- 
though he is reported to have with- 
drawn most of his estimated 1 70 to 
200 operational warplanes. 

THE PEOPLE The Shiites, 
members of a breakaway Muslim 
sect long at odds with the main- 
stream Sunnis who form the ruling 
minority in Iraq, dominate (he south.

BRASILIA. Brazil' — Legislators tin Wednesday overwhelmingly 
approved a report that accuses President Fernando Collor tie Molin' til 
massive corruption and recommends impeachment. 

The congressional panel that drew up the report approved it by a 
lh-5 vote, with the surprise support of government supporters who 
1 switched sides at the last minute. 

Based on the report’s findings, a request for impeachment will lie 
!• presented to the Chamber of Deputies on Sept. 2. Lawmakers will 

vote on whether to open hearings against Collor. Brazil’s first directly 
elected president after 2 1 years of military rule. 

The report, released Monday, accuses Collor of receiving 56.5 mil- 
lion in "improper benefits" from his 1‘JK‘J campaign treasurer. Paulo 
Cesar Faras. Collor has pledged to fight impeachment, but his support 
_ . has been eroded by the report. 

J Vietnam restores flights to China 

I BANGKOK, Thailand — Vietnam's state airline has resumed 

Bights to China after a 1.3 -year, suspension, the official Voice of Viet- 
nam radio reported Wednesday.

But I want to tell you about some items 
in that other five percent, new stuff ihs 
seems worth the investment.

weight Gold Medal rod during a fly easting 
I seminar. 

It was a nice rod. but 1 told hint if I was 
going to spend S35ll-$4()t) for a salmon or 
bone-fish rod, I'd sooner buy a Sage, 
Lootnis or Orvis 1ILS model. That was 
before I knew the Penn rod retailed for 
about SI 5(F, a bargain. 

I’ve tried the Penn for steelhead and 
catch-ami -re I ease bass, ami it is impressive. 
It had the backbone to turn a Ill-pound 
stcelie before it reached a log jam, Inti it 
was light enough to cast all day will) out 
fatigue. 

I ll Urniir throws a No. •! popping bug 50 
to 60 feet with no fuss. Just lifi the rod tip 
hard to bring the line oil' the water, giy. 
quick haul on the forward cast and shoot 
the bug right back out. 

It would be great for the trout angler who 
has a couple of expensive graphites and 
wants a cheaper rod for occasional bass and 
salmon use. The SI50-S200 saved could go 
toward buying a high-quality, saltwater lly 
reel that males perfectly with the Penn rod. 

Lurking in the woods on a recent 
unsuccessful turkey hunt, I got to thinking 
about how it's the little things make these 
outings enjoyable such as having a 
tolerable place to sit and a good way to 
stow anti carry gear.

Bowhunters may go after deer, elk starting Sunday; others begin Tuesday

JEROMli • Forest grouse, mourning 
doves and three kinds of rabbits open to 
firearms hunters Tuesday and the general 
deer and elk archery seasons begin 
Sunday in Region 4. 

Craig Kvale, Region 4 wildlife 
manager for the Idaho Department of 
Fish and Game, said he would rate 
prospeettr- 

iargely improved I'or rabbits ami “very 
good to excellent" for deer archers. 

In a virtual repeat of what has 
happened here for the past '30 years, cold 
weather in late August probably has 
wiped out any chance for a major 
mourning dove season. 

"It was even earlier this year,” said 
Kvale of last weekend's sudden autumn 
weather. “Usually it occurs just a few 
days before the season starts." 


Mourning; doves, protected from any 
hunt frig in the U.S. under the 19)8 
migatfory bird treaty with Mexico, are 
noto*>us early migrators at best. 

Any hint of cold weather sends them 
southward. 

There are documented situations where 
doves have flown off a roost at 3 a. m. 
and headed for Arizona. 

"I would say they've all been moving." 
said Kvale. "Those that aren't actually 
“taghigTdniic liTg'exndus; 

"We include dove sightings on our 
August roadside surveys, beginning Aug. 
15. From reports of the past lew days, 
observers are either seeing a great 
number of doves in an area or none. 
That’s an indication those still around are 
staging. 

“But on the positive side, we feel we 
are seeing a rebound in dove numbers 
this year after about an unexplained 10- 
year decline.” 


The forest grouse season begins Sept. 
I and runs through Dec. 3 1 statewide this 
year. Daily' bag limit is four, with eight 
in posession after the first day. 

“The reports we’ve received arc 
spotty. Some areas have yielded fairly 
good numbers of birds while other 
haven’t been so great. It simply depends 
on the timing of the hatch in various 
places," Kvale said. "We had some cold. 
rains at the high to mid-elevat ions in late 
May and early June and we don't know 
how those affected the hatch.” 

Cottontail and pygmy rabbit season 
runs from Sept. I through Feb. 28, with 
an aggregate of eight of either species in 
the daily bag limit. 

The snow shoe hare season runs from 
Sept. I through March 31, 'With eight 
snow-shoes allowed per day. 

"I think hunters will see a rather 
general improvement. Those species 
along with jack rabbits have been 


increasing the past two years." Kvale 
said. 

His prediction for a “very good to 
excellent" deer bow season is based on 
"the last few mild winters and our 
observations over summer." 

Hunters should consider the drought 
aspects of an area before (lie bunt. 

"All our sightings have indicated a 
distribution change due to the drought 
generally and sorflo of the wildfires 
recently." he said. "We are finding most 
of the big game moving into areas (hat 
still have water.. .along smaller water 
courses in the mountains or ponds farther 
down." 

The big game seasons run through 
Sept. 24, which is a Thursday. 

“Tile commission has adopted calendar 
openings on all big game seasons rather 
than going by days," Kvale said.

Mary Brown, a biological 
.•technician,, is .watching three- 
‘peregrine falcon chicks from her 
own dizzying cliff-cdgc perch 
hundreds of feet above the Yampa 
-Ri vcr-that-Min kes-it s-way-through— 
Dinosaur National Monument on 
the Colorado-Utah border. 

The fuzzy white chicks arc 
restless, or perhaps just playful as 
they peck u( each other and dance 
around the cliff ledge — culled 
Grand Overhang — that has been. 
their home since their hatching 
three weeks before. Brown’ 
patiently focuses the spotting 
scope for a better look, making 
notes on (be size and health of the 
chieks.

From 1977 through 1990, 
Dinosaur National Monument 
biologists removed virtually alt' 
peregrine eggs fro hi' various nests 
and replaced them with dummy 
eggs. While the adult falcons care 
for the dummy eggs, the real eggs 
were transported to the World 
Center for Birds of Prey in Boise 
for incubation. Near the end of the 
natural incubation period, 
biologists would replace the 
dummy eggs with young chicks 
about three weeks old.

Hunters on elk refuge 
could face ammo limit

JACKSON, Wyo. — Hunters on the National Elk Refuge this 
fall could find themselves with just seven bullets available for 
shooting an elk under a proposal being considered by wildlife 
officials. — 

Refuge manager Mike Hedrick said the proposal to limit a 
hunter's ammunition stems from concerns that hunters sometimes 
arc carefree with their shooting. 

“We think wc can point to instance after instance where people 
are shooting at elk at too long a. range." Hedrick said. “Wc have 
example after example of people shooting 15, 16, 17 times at an 
elk ." 


The special elk refuge hunt, which last year claimed -'436 
animals in an effort to reduce the size of the Grand Teton herd, 
allows 60 hunters a day on the northern refuge over a seven -week 
period. 

Limiting the number of bullets a burner takes into the field, 
Hedrick believes, will make hunters more responsible shooters. 

Hedrick said comment on the proposed permit conditions will 
be received at the Jackson headquarters through Sept. 12. 

"I'll be interested in talking to anyone who tells me they can't 
kill an elk in seven shells," he said. 

Similar regulations have been implemented in some goose and 
duck liuniing arcus. 

The seven -shell limit was selected because many ri lies lurid - 
five shells. 

“If you went with just five, n hunter might get in a situation 
where he was out of shells before he knew explained. 

Enforcement is not going to be a iiightiiiareTJedrick predicted. 

"We’re not going to be shaking people down out there in the 
parking lot," he said. “While it will be a regulation, it’s changing 
a mind-scl, as opposed to making it more difficult to hunt or to 
give us a chance to write more tickets."

known haven for wolf advocates. Agency 
officials chose not to address that criticism. 

Hearings are also scheduled in Helena, 
Mont.. Seattle. Salt Lake City and Boise. 
Idaho. Boise and Seattle were selected 


because the Northern Rocky Mountain Wolf 
Recovery Flan also identifies central Idaho 
and the northern Cascade Mountains in 
Washittgion as possible reintroduction areas. 

Since the plan was drafted in the 1980s, 
wolves have naturally migrated into 
Washington without man’s help, and there' 
have been wolf sightings farther south every 
year along the Continental Divide in Montana. 
It is possible that wolves eventually could 
migrate to Yellowstone without man's 
assistance, but many biologists have said it is' 
unlikely. 

There is no argument abou t w hat wolves 

would do if they return to Yellowstone. They 
would thrive on elk that arc overpopulating 
the park. Hventually, wolves probably would 
follow elk outside the park and some livestock 
would be killed. Environmentalists have 
offered to compensate ranchers for the losses 
from wolves, but ranchers have balked, citing 
the red tape connected with such a program.

The South Hills hunt has a 
reputation of having too many 
people hunting from their vehicles 
on the many roads present in that 
area. As a bowhuntcr, I find this

practice especially offensive to our 
public relations with the non- 
hunters. This “road-hunting” is 
illegal, unsafe, a poor hunting 
method and an unethical way of 
hunting.

Wc, 
organized bowhunters, do support 
their efforts to stop this all-too- 
widespread practice. 

As bowhunters, we must do our 
best to present a positive image to 
the non-hunting public. If you really 
love the sport, you -should consider • 
the following to be part of your 
hunting practices: 

• Be familiar with your 
equipment, which means practicing 
long before the season starts; 

• Take only those shots that arc 
within your effective range; 

• Do not display your harvested 
animal in a way that might be 
offensive to a non-hunter; 

• Join a bowhunting organization 
and 

• Sign up for a bowhuntcr 
education course the next time it is 
offered.

Mont .(AP) - 
Black bear problems arc increasing 
greatly in northwestern Montana, 
particularly in Flathead, Lake and 
Lincoln counties, the Department 
of Fish, Wildlife and Parks said 
Tuesday: 

A warden said one bear recently 
walked up to the *\1,e Dona Ids 
restaurant in downtown Libby. 

In less than a week, the agency 
said, wardens trapped tour 'black 
bears in the Libby area, one west 
of Kalispcll near McGregor Lake, 
three in the North Fork Flathead 
drainage and several others in the 
North Flathead Valley and Middle 
fork atea. Most of the bears were 


getting into garbage or campsites. 

The agency said wardens are 
reporting that black bear incidents 
have been more numerous over the 
past week than in recent memory. 

“Many people are calling just 
IfeeaDseT It eyscCT b I a c fc" hen rv” 
said Mike Mchn. a warden in 
Libby. 

' “But I’m also getting at least one. 
call a day on incidents where bears 
are damaging .property or fruit 
trees, or getting in garbage in 
residential areas." 

Biologists speculate that poor 
natural food conditions are causing 
bears to move closer to areas 
where humans live.

The 
offspring also will return to the same 
nest, only to be chased away by their 
parents. It’s an instinctive behavior 
that bodes well for the peregrine's 
continued recovery in Dinosaur. 

The peregrines are found in every 
part- of the world except Antarctica, 
and their ability for long-distance 
flight is renowned. For example, one 
peregrine was banded in 1965 in the 
“No'rthwesr’I'crritnricirof'C'anada-nnd' 
was killed six months later in 
Argentina — 9,000 miles from 
where it had been banded.

TWIN FALLS - Another 
shipment of spent reactor^ fuel may 
he mi its way to Idaho for storage. * 

The Snake River Alliance, in 
cooperation with activists across the 
country, is keeping an eye on spent 
fuel shipments IrOm the Navy's 
teaelor juogram. 

Ihe Knolls Action Project, a New 
York activist group, reported 
Wednesday that spent reactor fuel 
from the Navy's S-SG Trident 
jiiotoivjie lias been loaded into a 
shipping cask at the Knolls Atomic 
Power Laboratory in New York. 

The fcdcial Energy Department 
will bring the spent fuel to Idaho for 
storage at tile Idaho National 
Engineering Laboratory's Chemical 
Processing Plant, according to 
alliance executive director Kerry 
Cooke. 

The alliance is a statewide citi/.cn 
activist ami environmental peace 
gioup. It works with a nationwide 
uclwoik uf similar groups known as 
the Military Production Network. 
The Knolls Action Project also is 
pail ol that network.

Egcrgy Department officials on 
Wednesday for comment. As a 
matter of policy, the DOE requires 
-qursrionv-conceming-Nrtvy-spcnt- 
fuel lie .submitted in writing. 

Idaho Gov. Cecil Andrus in I9KK 
issued a ban on the importation of 
nuclear waste into Idaho for storage. 
He opposes the whol esale shipment 
of spent Navy fuel to Idaho. 

The governor is also involved in a 
long-running court battle with the 
Energy Department over spent fuel 
from a Colorado reactor. 

According to the Knolls Action 
Project, a special 237.000-pouml- 
capacity cask will be loaded on a 
railroad car in New York and hauled 
to Idaho. The trip can he made in 
three and one-half days. 

The department has been bringing 
spent Navy fuel to Idaho since the 
1 950s. It says the shipping casks 
have been rigorously tested to stand 
up to any accident, and shipping 
presents no health threats. 

The alliance favors leaving (lie 
highly radioactive spent fuel where 
it is rather than hauling across the 
country just because die department 
doesn't have anything else to do 
with it. Cooke said. 

The department denies using

brought there for research, officials 
say. The waste also would lie

But no such repository exists. 

The department is studying a site 
at Yucca Mountain in Nevada to see.

T he l‘>‘)2 Scholastic Aptitude Test 
scores shewed Idaho high school 
scniois averaging -KiO on the verbal 
puttion and 50.1. on the mathematics 
fxiiiiun. That compared to a national 
.net age ol 432 on the verbal portion 
and -I7(i on the mathematics portion. 


hi 1991. Idaho students scored 
463 on the verbal section and 505 on 
math. 

But Sally Ticl. the slate's 
coordinator of guidance, assessment 
and evaluation, said that despite the 
negligible slippage Idaho's results 
have general been what she 
described as a straight line over (he 
last several years. 

Site also pointed out that fewer 
than 1.500 high school seniors, only 
17 percent of the statewide 
graduating class, took the 
examination, substantially below the 
percentage in some other western ■ 
stales. Over half the graduating 
seniors took the test in Oregon. 50 


percent in Washington and about a 
quarter ill both Nevada and 
Montana. At the other end, just 13- 
percent look it in Wyoming and only 
5 percent in Utah. 

"Basically, the SAT scores have 
changed very little in Idaho since 
19SR." Tiel said. "It's not fair to say 
dial scores have really gone up ‘or 
down.

It also is quite common for 
someone to steal a car in a distant 
place, such as Blaine County, and 
drive lo the airport in Twin Falls or 
Boise and abandon the vehicle there.

Only about one-quarter of Twin 
Falls' recovered stolen ears are 
found outside Idaho, lie said. 

One problem that makes fighting . 
car thieves difficult is the 'fact that 
people make it too easy to steal a' 


car, the detective said. 

Many cars are stolen when the 
keys are left in the ignition, he said. 

Last week, a thief swiped a police 
cruiser while the officer stood 
several feet away taking a crime 
report, and left the car several blocks 
away. That person will only be 
charged with joyriding because 
police must prove he permanently 
deprived the owner of the use of the 
vehicle. Hcidcmann said. 

A would-be thief can walk down a 
street or through a parking lot until 
lie finds a car with die keys inside. 

Changing people's habits will be 
difficult, but not impossible. 
Hcidcmann said. 

"I know if we can get people to . 
wear seat bells, we can change their 
habit of leaving the keys in the car."

Haze leaves great need for rehabilitation 


BOISE (API — Thousands of 
deet. elk ami other wildlife have 
been hit hard by the Foothills Fire, 
which has b.mcd critical habitat on 
Bureau of ■ I amd Management "range - 
and the Boise National Forest, offi- 
cials say. 

Government agencies arc gearing 
up to 'fix the damage, hut they face 
"an enoniious task. 

"These are tough problems." 
Boise National Forest Supervisor 
Stephen -Mealcy said Tuesday. 

"I flew over the area yesterday 
and looked at it. It’s all black." said 
Wayne Patton, one of those leading 
rehabilitation efforts. 

The 257.600-aere fire has killed 


some wildlife. It also has burned 
habitat for deer. elk. turkey, blue 
grouse, mountain lions and black 
bears among other species, said 
-Chuck Harris; -u - regional wildlife 
manager for the slate Department of 
Fish and Game. 

"It's just burned everything in it's 
path." Harris said. 

Most fires bunt ip a mosaic pat- 
tern. burning some land -and leaving 
large areas untouched. Nearly 
2(X).(XH) acres of drought-parched 
rangeland has been charred, as well 
as about 60.IXX) acres of limber. 

Two teams, composed of U.S. 
Foiest Service, BLM and Idaho Fish 


ami Game experts, will begin reha- 
bilitating tlte land this week. 

They hope to reseed and replant 
most of the bunted rangeland this 
fall with sagebrush, bitter brush ami 
native perennials. 

Quick action is needed to provide 
forage for wildlife and to prevent 
chcatgrass from taking over, offi- 
cials said. If chcatgrass moves in be- 
fore native vegetation takes root, 
wildlife habitat would be lost. Harris 
said. 

If all goes well, enough native 
vegetation can be replanted to pro- 
vide winter food supplies for 10,000

QUINCY, Mass. (AP) — A -Marine color guard, 
judges, colleagues and police from all over the 
country flooded the Sacred Heart Chuich 
Wednesday for the funeral of William F. Dcgan, a 
U.S. marshal killed in the line of duty. 

"Billy knew that it was dangerous, but nobody 
thought this would happen because hc‘d been in so 
many dangerous situations before," said one 
mourner, Regina Wohlkc of Clinton. Conn. "It was 
just his job." 

Streets around the church, where Dcgan had been 
married 19 years before, were closed to 
, accommodate the mourners, estimated at 5,000 by 
Boston Police Superintendent Robert Fahcny, who 
was in charge of logistics. 

Henry E. Hudson, head of the U.S. Marshals 
Service, said the agency’s headquarters in 
Washington, D.C., and its new special .tactical 
operations building near Alexandria, La., will be 
named for Dcgan. 

“Bill Dcgan died in the company of his best 
— friends; performing tlic 'duties hexnjoyed best in the - 
job he loved most,” Hudson said. 

A- 15-ycar veteran of the Marshals Service. Dcgan 

was a member of the Special Operations Group, 
which responds to emergency situations such as riots 
and hostage-takings. 

He and five other deputy marshals were in the area 
of a mountaintop cabin near Naples, Idaho, where a 
white supremacist fugitive was hiding. 

Authorities said the fugitive, Randy Weaver, 44, 
failed to appear on a federal weapons charge in 
February 1991 and was under surveillance. 

Dcgan, 42, was killed when the deputy marshals 
came under fire. Three other deputies escaped, but 
two were pinned down for about nine hours on Ruby 
Ridge, about 40 miles south of the Canadian border. 

Idaho authorities have issued a murder warrant for 
the arrest of Kevin Harris, 24, in connection with the 
killing. 


Harris reportedly fired a .semiautomatic weapon 
over the shoulder of Weaver’s 13-ycar-oId son. 
Dcgan never fired a shot for fear of harming die boy, 
according to officials. 

"He had the absolute discipline to adhere to his 
own inner code,” said Dcgan 's sister, Elaine Niles. 

The federal courthouse in Boston was closed for 
Dcgan’s funeral so that his colleagues could attend, 
along with 150 marshals from around die country, 
federal judges, representatives of other agencies and 
state and city officials. 

Gov. William F. Weld led the procession to the 
-Church. ; — 

"The men and women of this special service have 
always been there for us,” said the Rev. Cornelius 
James Hccry, pastor of the church. "Why did Bill 
. have to die on a hillside so far from home?” 

began was the most -decorated member of die U.S. 
Marshals Service in its 203-ycar-history, Hudson said. 

"Billy was the best," said Robert Guiney, head of 
the Boston office of the Marshals Service. “He was 
“someone everyone looked up to." 

Dcgan received a distinguished service award last 
-year- for supervising _ a -drug-crackdown in - 
Washington in May 1989 and helping bring order 
after Hurricane Hugo hit St. Croix in the U.S. Virgin 
Islands. 

A lifelong adilctc, Dcgan played football at North 
Quincy High School and received an athletic 
scholarship from the University of New Hampshire, 
where he received a bachelor's degree in zoology. 

He was an officer in the Marine Corps Reserve 
and his unit was activated fertile Gulf War.- 

Dcgan began his career with the U.S. Marshals 
service in January 1978. 

He is survived by his wife, Karen M. Dcgan: two 
sons, William and Brian R. Dcgan; his parents, 
William F. and Marie C. Dcgan, also of Quincy; and 
two sisters.

Preservationists 


,. BOISE (AP) — Preservationists 
' are upset that the Boise School Dis- 
trict is demolishing a historic Mor- 
mon Tabernacle in tho North End. 

School district contractors recent- 
ly began demolishing the 68-ycnr- 
old tabernacle, which it bought from 
the Church of Jesus Christ.of Latter- 
day Saints several years ago. 

In its place, the district plans to 
build an education complex that will 
include science and computer cen- 
ters and a library for nearby Boise 
High School. 

"I’m upset. I made some phone 
calls, but I found out there was noth- 
ing we could do," Ann Erstnd, head 
of the Boise Historic Preservation 
Committee, said Tuesday. 

The building is listed on the Na- 
tional Register of Historic Places. 
But federal law docs not require the 


school district to give public notice 
of demolition plans. 

"Obviously, if the church had cho- 
sen il as a building of significance, 
they would have kept it." said Ed 
Davis, Boise School District assis- 
tant superintendent. 

The building's asbestos and lead 
paint led to the district's decision to 
demolish instead of remodel, he 
said. But preservationists say they 
were caught off guard by the action. 

A July 1 8 legal notice in The Ida- 
ho Statesman said the school district 
was taking bids for "Boise High 
School — Phase 11 Tabernacle.” The 
intent to demolish the building was 
not mentioned. 

The tabernacle was designed by 
Don Carlos Young, grandson, of 
Mormon leader Brigham Young. 

It was the first substantial church 


built by the Mormons in Boise and 
is (he only Boise building with de- 
tailed Colonial or Georgian revival 
architecture, preservationists say. 

Boise preservationist Bob Aldrich 
said the school district's action un- 
derscores the need for the city to 
designate historic districts. That 
could guarantee public review for 
the demolition of historic buildings, 
he said. 

The historic contents of the taber- 
nacle. including antique doors and 
windows, will be used by the school 
district, officials said. 

Last year, public pressure kept the 
Boise School District from demol- ■ 
ishing Boise’s historic Bown House, 
which was built in 1879, to make 
way for a- new elementary school in 
southeast Boise.

Despite history, Matt Billon was all fiction 


YAKIMA, Wash. (AIM The 
deputy U.S. marshal who died in a 
shootout at a white suptcmacisl’s 
Idaho hideout is part of a long tradi- 
tion of officers w)io brought law and 
order to the early stales, the Wild 
West and the federal courts. 

The U.S. Marshals Service lias 
numbered among its ranks the (kip- 
per Bat Maslcrson. legendary law- 
man Wyatt Earp and abolitionist 
Frederick Douglass. 

• U.S. Marshal Matt Dillon of tele- 
vision’s “Gunsmoke" was fiction, 
however. 

“He was a composite for several 
U.S. marshals of the period,” said 
Bill Dempsey, spokesman for the 
agency in Washington. D.C. 

The agency was created in 1789 
by the first Congress, and the first 
13 marshals were appointed by Pres- 
ident George Washington. 

Robert Forsyth, marshal for the 
stale of Georgia, was the first to die 
in the line of duty, in 1792. 

In the two centuries since then, 
about 300 members of the service 
have been killed on the job. 

Deputy Marshal William F. De- 
gan of Quincy. Mass., died Friday 


lie was gunned down at a remote 
cabin in northern Idaho, where fugi- 
tive white supremacist Randy 
Weaver has been holed up since 
February 1991, when he failed to 
appear for trial on a federal weapons 
charge. . 

Degan. 42. was a 15-year veteran 
of the service and considered an ex- 
pert marksman. As a member of (he 
agency’s elite Special Operations 
Group, he was trained to handle 
hostage situations, riots and similar 
disturbances. He was one of six 
deputy marshals gathering informa- 
tion on Weaver's compound as part 
of a plan to arrest him. 

Kevin Harris. 24, has been char- 
ged with First-degree murder in l)e- 
gan’s death: 

The agency’s marshals and 
deputies still carry the old-fashioned 
badge a live-pointed star within a 
circle. 


But while they are best known for 
bringing justice to the western fron- 
tier, marshals these days protect fed- 
eral'court.s^and'judgesr'opcruc'thc' 
federal witness protection program, 
transport and hold prisoners. They 
also guard movement of military 
missiles around the country, track 
down federal fugitives such as 
Weaver and seize the assets of crim- 
inals. 

The service apprehended 1,600 
federal fugitives last year, more than 
all other federal law-enforcement 
agencies' combined. Dempsey said. 
The agency moves some 100,000 
federal prisoners each year and oper- 
ates two Boeing 727 jets for coast- 
to- coast nms. 

Today there are 95 U.S. marshals 
in the U.S., one for each federal ju- 
dicial district, and 2.400 deputy 
marshals. 

The small size of the agency 


means that officers frequently travel 
to hot spots. Thai’s why Degan was 
operating in remote mountains near 
the Canadian border, rather than in 
the Boston area.! ; • 

For its first 81 years, the service 
Was the nation's major law-enforce- 
ment agency. 

Marshals were often the only law 
in the early days of' the American 
West, and more than 100 died be- 
tween 1872 and 1896 in the Indian 
Territory. 

In the 1960s, deputy marshals 
helped desegregate schools. 

Marshals conducted the siege on 
Indian activists at Wounded Knee, 
S.D. in 1 973 

There has never been a federal 
judge killed in a counroom guarded 
by marshals, Dempsey said, and no 
one in the witness-protection pro- 
gram has been killed who did not re- 
turn to a life of crime.

For those who are keeping track, 
it’s the second-longest streak in major 
-league history behind Lou Gehrig’s 
*$, 130 .

League might have struck pact with ESPN 


NTAY YORK (Ai’i Bruce McNall. the chairman of 
the NIB Board of Governors, said Wednesday night 
that a iVw-year. $K<l-million TV contract with ESPN is 
just about ready to lie signed. 

"It ha . in be finalized and there arc still a few little 
thini'.: to deal with bul it’s almost done." McNall. the 
iixvuet of the I os Angeles Kings, said from his-LA . 
office. Cm ecstatic: if we can get this concluded it'll 
itivc ijC'skiiiic gical exposure iii'Uic Uriiled States.” 
McNall, who took over as chairman from Bill Wirtz in 
June, said the ileal gives the NHL xvliat it craves most - - 
widespread exposure in large U.S. markets. 

"That's always been our biggest issue," he said. "It's 
not just the money, but (he kind of exposure we really 
need." ■ 

The .average of $16 million per year is SI million less, 
than- the league reaped during its contract with 
Sportst.hannel America from 198H-9I. After months of 
fiuillcss talks that also involved ESPN, the NHL signed 
a one-year deal with SCA last season that was worth just 
$5.5 million, angering most owners.

One of several sources close to the negotiations, 
speaking on the condition of anonymity, said the NHL 
had talked to ESPN about an agreement of 4-6 years at 
$12 million to $16 million a year. Ilic NHL apparently 
talked about siniilar dollar amounts with SCA, hut for 
only 1 -2 years. 

’ 'ABC, "which owns ESPN." also might tcIecasr-1-6' 
games a year under the agreement. NHL spokesman 
Gary Meaglier said Wednesday 'that the NHL would buy 
the time and sell its own advertising under any 
arrangement with ABC. ESPN, which readies 60 
million American homes, refused to discuss the 
negotiations, other thun to siiy they were ongoing. ABC 
also said Wednesday it could not confirm the reports. 

SporlsChanncI America president Jeff Ruhe, whose 
network reaches 20 million-25 million homes, said he 
was unaware of any deal between the NHL and ESPN. 
Asked if his network still was negotiating with the NHL, 
he said: "As far ns I'm concerned, xvc arc.” 

He said SCA had no representative at the league’s 
meeting in St. Petersburg. Fla., on Tuesday and tliut the 
NHL had not contacted him since. 

"Right now, wc nrc dealing with reports, and although 
they conic from obviously legitimate publications. 1 
really don't know whether they’re rumors or facts," 
Ruhe said. “Wc’vc received no communication about 
this issue." 


New rules makes referees’ jobs a bit easier 


" TORONTO' TAP) “I hough the players -will have 
some trouble adjusting to new rules on diving and high- 
sticking. the changes will make the referees' jobs a little 
easier. Bryan Lewis, the NIIL's director of officiating, 
said Wednesday. 

"We've eliminated some grey areas." Lewis said. 
"Any time XVC can remove a grey area, it makes our, job 
easier.” . 

The NHL rcdcfincd high-sricking on’ Tuesday, making 
any contact above the waist illegal. The previous height 
was shoulder level, which often made it hard to call if a 
player was ducking or crouched. 

"It’s easier to identify a waist." Lewis said. 

The penalty should reduce the number of restraining 
fouls and accidental sticks to the .face. 

“It should make it easier for the. talented players to . 
show off their talents," Lewis said. 

Other changes include adding minor penalties for 
holding an opponent's stick and diving and. a game 
misconduct for instigating a fight. 

The diving call caught some referees off-guard. 

“I have to say in the last year 1 have seen more and 
more (diving)," veteran referee Terry Grcgson told Ihc 
Hockey News. "I don’t think a game hardly goes by 
without somebody doing it ... 1 am going to have to 
study the laws of physics." 

Andy vanllcllcmond blamed the players for the rale 
change. 

"It’s their game," he said. " Flic players have to look at 


themselves. They get lazy and fall down. 

"It's a shamc..wc have to bring in a rule for diving to 
give a player a penalty for falling down when I fell he 
really didn't have to fall down." - - 

The new penalties will take some getting used to. 

For example, referees were allowed to disallow goal*, 
last season if an offensive player was in the. goalie's 
crease. The offending player was given a penalty. 

Lewis said tlic number of times that infraction was 
called tailed off considerably after Christmas once teams 
got used to the new rule. The same period of adjustment 
will be needed for new penalties. 

"There's a learning process," said Lewis, who added 
the referees will try to explain the new rules to the 
player ^ ti pri ng the exhib ition season. "It'll lake time to 
educate some of the players." 

It'll, also take time to educate the referees and 
linesmen. The officials won't get the low-down on the 
new penalties until their training camp in Toronto on 
Sept. 1 !, said Don Meehan, the lawyer for the NIIL’s 
Officials Association. 

The added responsibility could be used as a 
bargaining chip as the association heads into tiie final 
year of its contract. The officials are looking for a new 
deaf with improvements to salary, pension and medical 
benefits. 

Meehan said the new rules arc “indicative of the 
degree. of responsibility officials carry" and enhance . 
their position heading into negotiations with the league.

‘•Cargo cults 5 flourish 

-In South Pacific, a curious legacy of World War II

YOHANANEN VILLAGE. Vanuatu — 
Josh Lawea sits nearly naked beside his hut. 
waiting for Prince Philip to bring him refriger- 
ators and other riches. 

Lawea belongs to a "cargo cult" on remote, 
primitive Tanna, one of S3 islands that make 
up the South Pacific nation of Vanuatu. 

Many of Yohananen's 300 residents believe 
Prince Philip, husband of Queen Elizabeth II. 
was bom in Tanna and has the power to help 
them get cargo. They expect him to return one 
day with electrical goods, even though the is- 
land has no general power supply. 

Some villagers who worked with the Ameri- 
cans in World War II saw electrical appliances 
and apparently believed they held the ultimate 
magic. The stories have been handed down by 
each generation. 

As witli other cargo cults in the Pacific, the 
roots of Yohananen's legends remain obscure. 

Prince Philip has never even visited Tanna. 
let alone being bom here, but did make an offi- 
cial visit to Vanuatu's main island of Efate in' 
1973. 

Vanuatu, then known as the New Hebrides, 
was jointly administered until 1980 by Britain 
and France. They outlawed cargo cults and fre- 
quently jailed the leaders. 

Despite the colonial suppression, the cults 


survived and have flourished among Tanna’s 
22.000 residents. 

The people of Yohanancn have collected ar- 
tifacts relating to Philip, the Duke of Edin- 
burgh. and keep them locked in a small grass 
hut. Thcy-'oncc sent him a pig-killing club and 
a .traditional penis sheath, called a "iiamba," 
the only apparel worn by then in the village. 

■ Philip sent back a photograph of himself 
holding the carved club. The picture holds a 
place ofhonor in the hut. 

"We believe that Prince Philip will visit us, 
bringing many good things.” Lawea said. 

Residents of nearby villages, members of the 
associated John From Movement, worship an 
American they know as John From. 

He is said to have been an American soldier 
who came to Tanna in the 1930s. He encour- 
aged people to reject the teachings of Christian 
missionaries and revert to their old ways, the 
story gfies, and handed out supplies as a re- 
ward. 

American military records do not contain a 
John From. Anthroplogists think the man may 
have introduced himself as “John front the 
United States" and the villagers misuitder- 
stood. 

' Islanders attributed the riches that arrived 
during and alter World War II to Front’s pow- 
er. Several of the New Hebrides were U.S. 
bases during the war. 


When the Tannese saw black American sol- 
diers handling cargo and getting supplies like 
the white man. they were impressed by the sol- 
diers’ magic. 

Members of the John Front Movement 
adopted the Red Cross as their insignia after 
seeing it on many containers of supplies arriv- 
ing at the islands of Efate and Espiritu Santo. 

They sing- songs about John From and be- 
lieve he will come back to Tanna with food 
and modern .devices. Many villages fly Ameri- 
can Hags and have signs proclaiming loyalty to 
From. 

Government statistics estimate 1 1 percent of 
Vanuatu's 165.000 residents belong to cargo 
culls. Most of the cultists live on Tanna, which 
author Paul Theroux has'described "one of the 
oddest places" he ever visited. 

Cannibalism flourished on the island in the 
19th century. Residents live in die shadow of 
the spectacular Yasur volcano, which bubbles 
and grumbles, belches smoke and throws out 
molten red rocks and lava. 

Tanna has no electricity except for what the 
two resorts, Tanna Beach and White Grass, get 
from their own generators. 

Most people live as their forebears did for 
thousands of years, in "custom villages" where 
a man’s wealth is determined by the number of 
pigs he owns. Many settlements arc deep in the 
jungle that cover much of Tanna. 


As the Japanese counterattacked 
on Guadalcanal, they also continued 
to drive toward Port Moresby on 
Papua.* - 

Capture of this port with its large 
anchorage on the south side of the is- 
land would give them the base they 
needed to cut Australia off from the 
U.S. 

In July some 11.41)0 Imperial 
troops had landed on the north coast 
of New Guinea to build a base at 
Buna to support an overland advance! 
across the Owen. Stanley Mountains. 
It was only a 100 mile trek, but the 
mountains were covered by tropical 
-TaTntbresntp'tcrthirpnss at 6.500-fcet- 
clcvalion. Only the narrow Kokoda 
Trail used by the native aborigines 
made passage at all possible. To say' 
it was unsuiled to the needs of a 
modem army was an understatement. 

It look six weeks for the Japanese 
to cover two-thirds of the distance to 
Port Moresby against the 39th Aus- 
tralian Division and elements of the 
7th Australian Division which ar- 
rived in mid-August fresh from light- 
ing in the Middle East. 

American B-17 heavy bombers 
raided the airfields around Buna and 
Rabaul as well as the harbors. With- 
out lighter escort, the bombers were 
badly shot up but Japanese fighters 
were not as proficient against the 
"Flying Fortresses'* as were the Ger- 
mans. 

Few B-I7s were shot down, 
though they took crew casualties. 
The well-armed bombers claimed a 
much larger number of enemy fight- 
ers. The Japanese in turn sent air 
raids against the three air fields 
around Port Moresby and against 
Darwin in Australia. 

On Aug. 25. the Japanese launched 
an end-run around the mountains. 
Nearly~3;0<KHroo]>s-with-lighutanks 
were landed !U Milne Bay at the east- 
ern tip of Papua-New Guinea. 

In June a small Allied garrison had 
been sent to the bay under American 
Col. Frank L. Bums. Companies E 
and F of the 46th Engineer Regiment 
were to build an airstrip to be defend- 
ed by a company of Austmlian~ip- 
fantry and an anti-aircrafi unit. 
Malaria sapped tile strength of. these - 
men who had to exist on two-thirds

rations due to the difficulty of ship- 
ping supplies. Small Dutch I'reighteis 
had to make the run’ without escort 
and a number were lost in the pro- 
cLss. 

-On Aug. 19. in response to reports 
of Japanese movement towaids 
Milne Bay. an American anti-aircrall 
battalion was flown, in followed in a 
few days by ships eairying thy I Nth 
Australian Brigade. 

Two squadrons of RAAF P-41) 
fighters also arrived. Thus when the 
Japanese landed, they found them- 
selves outnumbered. This did not ini- 
tially bother the Japanese as they had 
often defeated larger forces earlier in 
the war. But tlte Allies were learning. 
American bombers sank a transport 
and disrupted the landing of supplies. . 
In a three day battle, the Japanese 
failed to break the Allied lines,

“Sorry, partner," said South, “I 
could have held It to only one 
down." 

“As long as you arc going to apol- 
ogize;" countered North, “why not 
apologize tor blowing the game?" 

South took his heart queen (win 
with the card you're known to hold) 
and pushed through his spade queen. 
The first finesse won, but the second 
one didn't. East emerged from the 
bushes to win his spade king and led 
a heart. South won and a low club 
went to dummy’s nine and East's 
jack. This time East exited In dia- 
monds. South won and, in despera- 
tion, tried to drop the club king. 
When this failed, the net result was 
down two. mow should soutlfTiavc 
played to cinch his game?. 

It was right to run the spade 
queen at trick two. However, South 
•should not have been so naive. After 
East’s smooth' duck, South should 
have switched to a low club, losing 
to East’s jack. A heart return is 
won, and the club ace and another 
club cinch the game. Instead. of re- 
peating the spade finesse, declarer 
uses dummy’s spade ace as the en- 
try to the game-going trick. 

If you believe everything an op- 
ponent wants you to believe, you're 
headed for many disappointments.
